State legislators are con¬ 
sidering removing the state’s 
ban on the sale of alcohol at 
bars, retail stores and restau¬ 
rants on election day. 

A Senate committee has 
already given its approval to 
the bill, WAVE-TV reported 
Friday on its Web site. 

Similar bills have been 
introduced before in the 
Kentucky General Assem¬ 


bly but all have failed. Ken¬ 
tucky and South Carolina 
are the only states with such 
bans. Indiana removed its 
election day alcohol ban in 
November.

Nominations Being Sought For 
Governor’s Volunteers Awards

Meetings with federal 
officials in Washington, 
D.C., last week concerning 
a proposed Barkley Dam 
barricade and Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency 
flood maps were worthwhile 
and may yield positive out¬ 
comes, Lyon County Judge/ 
Executive Wade White said. 

White and Livingston 
County Judge/Executive 
Chris Lasher traveled to 
the nation’s capital at the 
invitation of U.S. Rep. Ed 
Whitfield Tuesday for two 
meetings: one to discuss a 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers plan to prevent boating 
access within several hun¬ 
dred feet of Barkley Dam, 
and one to call attention to 
FEMA flood maps that in¬ 
correctly group more than 
70 Lyon County homes in a 
flood zone. 

For the Corps conversa¬ 
tion, White and Lasher met 
with Maj. Gen. Michael 
Walsh, the Corps’ deputy 
commanding general for civ¬ 
il and emergency operations. 

Whitfield, U.S. Sen. La¬ 
mar Alexander and Rep. Jim 
Cooper, both of Tennessee, 
were all on hand, as were 
representatives from the of¬ 
fices of Sen. Rand Paul, Sen. 
Mitch McConnell and other 
Tennessee Congressmen. 

A plan from the Corps’ 
Nashville District involves 
installing buoyline barri¬ 
cades around 10 dams along 
the Cumberland River. 

Boats would not be able 
to access the waters within 
the barricades, but bank fish¬ 
ing and other shore access 
would remain allowed. 

County leaders are argu¬ 
ing that conditions-based re¬ 
strictions on those waters are 
appropriate, and a full barri¬ 
cade is unnecessary. 

“We were allowed to 
challenge and present our 
case against the full restric¬ 
tion,” White said. 

“We got our points across 
but only got an agreement 
they would consider options 
other than a full barricade.” 

In the 45-minute meeting, 
legislators told Walsh they 
would work with the Corps 
on other options but would 
seek legislation to stop the 
barricade if a compromise 
cannot be reached. 

A press conference with 
Whitfield and Alexander 
followed the meeting, with 
further details on the discus¬ 
sion. 

If the plan moves forward 
without changes, legislation 
may be filed next month, 
White said. 

Gov. Steve Beshear is 
also joining the fight. The 
governor issued a letter this 
week to Corps officials in 
Nashville and Washington 
asking them to rethink the 
barricade. 

“I believe the Corps’ 
planned course of action will 
cause long-lasting damage 
to tourism and recreation in 
this area, and I request that 
your agency reconsider your 


plan,” he wrote. 

Local officials have es¬ 
timated an annual revenue 
loss upwards of $4 million if 
the barricade is put in place, 
he noted. 

“A negative blow of this 
magnitude to the local econ¬ 
omy should not be accept¬ 
able to the Corps, especially 
without giving due and prop¬ 
er consideration to common- 
sense alternatives.” 

The governor also sent 
copies of the letter to the 
state’s federal legislators 
to block the plan’s imple¬ 
mentation. “Our Congres¬ 
sional representatives also 
understand the impact this 
limitation will have on our 
communities who depend on 
tourism to support jobs and 
families,” he wrote. 

“Meanwhile, I will do 
everything within my power 
as governor of Kentucky to 
ensure this action does not 
move forward.” 

While in Washington, 
White and Lasher also met 
with federal legislative rep¬ 
resentatives and FEMA offi¬ 
cials to discuss the flood map 
situation in Lyon County. 

White said numerous 
homes in the county are in¬ 
correctly mapped into flood 
zones, leaving homeowners 
the option of paying hun¬ 
dreds of dollars to a survey¬ 
or to have the error fixed or 
pay hundreds or thousands 
a year in unnecessary flood 
insurance. 

White said he asked 
FEMA to acknowledge the 
maps’ errors and notify 
banks and mortgage com¬ 
panies not to use them to 
mandate flood insurance for 


mortgaged properties. 

“They claimed they do 
not have the authority or 
have ever done this in the 
past,” White said, noting 
litigation may be required to 
rectify that issue. 

The county is also seek¬ 
ing to have its citizens fully 
reimbursed for expenses in¬ 
volved in getting their prop¬ 
erties removed from flood 
zone designation. 

FEMA officials said their 
attorneys’ interpretation of 
the law outlining reimburse¬ 
ment protocols involves only 
the reimbursement of com¬ 
munities, not individuals. 

Legislative representa¬ 
tives are continuing to inves¬ 
tigate that situation. 

The bulk of the meeting 
involved a debate on how the 
maps can be quickly revised. 

FEMA officials agreed 
to work with Corps of Engi¬ 
neers maps and other Corps 
data pertaining to flood el¬ 
evations in the county. 

In the short-term, the 
judge/executive said, citi¬ 
zens need to continue to use 
the Letter of Map Amend¬ 
ment (LOMA) process, 
which costs about $600, to 
get their properties mapped 
out of the flood zone. 

“We will continue to push 
to get their money back and 
will not let this go until they 
correct these maps for our 
homeowners,” he said. 

“I believe this was a very 
worthwhile meeting with 
FEMA and believe we will 
see results. 

“I think they can and 
should fix these maps for our 
people, and we won’t stop 
until we find a solution.”

UK Research Center Offers 
Pest Management School

During the 2012 growing 
season, Kentucky producers 
faced many new and unusual 
challenges due to the severe 
drought. The University of 
Kentucky’s Integrated Pest 
Management School will 
discuss these issues and 
other timely topics to help 
producers kick off their 2013 
IPM programs. 

The school is March 6 at 
the UK Research and Educa¬ 
tion Center in Princeton. 

Registration begins at 8 
a.m. Speakers include spe¬ 
cialists from the UK College 
of Agriculture and the Ken¬ 
tucky office of the Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Service. They will lead pre¬ 
sentations on the following 
topics: insect vectored dis¬ 
eases; NRCS IPM; manag¬ 
ing marestail; slugs, birds 
and rodents in no-till corn 
and soybeans; integrated 


soybean disease manage¬ 
ment; high input soybean 
systems; anhydrous ammo¬ 
nia reactions in the soil, and 
a conservation activity plan 
for herbicide resistance. 

The event is approved 
for the following pesticide 
applicator education hours: 
three general and one spe¬ 
cific in categories 1A, 4, 10, 
12 and 14. Five continuing 
education units are available 
for Certified Crop Advisors 
including 2.5 in integrated 
pest management, 1.5 in soil 
and water management and 
0.5 each in nutrient manage¬ 
ment and crop management.

Gasoline Prices Continue 
Rising; But A Bit Slower 


Average retail gasoline 
prices in Kentucky have 
risen 0.6 cents per gallon 
in the past week, averag¬ 
ing $3.51 cents per gallon 
Sunday, according to Gas- 
Buddy’s daily survey of 
2,623 gas outlets in Ken¬ 
tucky. This compares with 
the national average that 
has increased 5.7 cents per 
gallon in the past week to 
$3.55 per gallon. 

Gas prices in Dawson 
Springs as of Tuesday after¬ 
noon were $3.49 a gallon, the 
same as one week ago. 

Including the change in 
gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices 
Sunday were 7.5 cents per 
gallon higher than the same 
day one year ago and are 
15.5 cents per gallon higher 
than a month ago. The na¬ 
tional average has increased 


28.2 cents per gallon during 
the last month and stands 7.2 
cents per gallon higher than 
this day one year ago. 

“If anything positive 
came about as a result of 
Winter Storm Nemo, it may 
be that the resulting de¬ 
mand destruction seems to 
have flattened out the rate 
at which prices had been 
increasing in the Northeast 
and the Midwest too,” said 
Senior Petroleum Analyst 
Gregg Laskoski. “On the 
West Coast, motorists are 
less fortunate. With western 
refineries producing at 75 
percent capacity (less than 
any other region), California 
has seen its average price in¬ 
crease by 14 cents per gallon 
over the past week, doubling 
the rate of increase over the 
same period for the rest of 
the country.”

Anyone should be wary 
if an online interest does any 
of the following: 

•Wants to leave the dat¬ 
ing site immediately and 
use personal e-mail or tele¬ 


phone. 

•Claims love within mo¬ 
ments of meeting online. 

•Claims to be from the 
U.S. but is traveling over¬ 
seas. 

•Plans to visit but is pre¬ 
vented by some sort of emer¬ 
gency or deal gone bad. 

To help prevent being 
scammed on dating sites, 
people should never wire 


money to cover travel, 
medical emergencies, ho¬ 
tel bills, hospital bills for a 
child or other relative, Vi¬ 
sas or other official docu¬ 
ments. 

Also, money should not 
be sent to tide someone over 
after a financial setback or to 
do anyone a favor by making 
an online purchase or for¬ 
warding a package to anoth¬ 


er country. One request leads 
to another, and delays and 
disappointments will follow.

Congress Created 
Legal Loophole 


Buried in the U.S. Postal 
Service announcement that 
it will stop Saturday mail 
delivery in early August 
is a legal loophole created 
by Congress’ inaction on 
an appropriation bill. Ev¬ 
ery federal spending bill 
adopted in since 1983 in¬ 
cluded language requiring 
the Postal Service to de¬ 
liver mail six days a week, 
but Congress still has not 
approved a 2013 appropria¬ 
tions bill. Meanwhile, the 
continuing resolution that 
keeps the government op¬ 
erating does not say any¬ 
thing about mail delivery. 
There’s the loophole. 

Eliminating Saturday de¬ 
livery of letters, newspapers 
and periodicals will affect 
rural America more than ur¬ 
ban areas because many of 
the country’s smaller news¬ 
papers rely on Saturday de¬ 
livery of news to customers. 
Rural Americans also are 
more likely to rely on mail 
delivery for bill payments 
because they do not have ac¬ 
cess to the Internet or cannot 
afford an online connection 
at home. And anyone who 
uses a service such as Netflix 
for movie delivery will not 
be able to receive DVDs on 
Saturday. 

Postmaster General Pat¬ 
rick Donahue said the elimi¬ 
nation of Saturday delivery 
will save about $2 billion a 
year. The postal service will 
continue to delivery packag¬ 
es on Saturday because that 


portion of the service makes 
money. More than 23,000 
postal jobs could be elimi¬ 
nated, although Donahoe 
said employee reductions 
can be achieved without lay¬ 
offs. 

Time magazine, in a story 
this week, speculates that 
most Americans approve 
of eliminating a mail deliv¬ 
ery day because the postal 
service is losing millions of 
dollars a year. However, we 
share the concerns of the 
National Newspaper Asso¬ 
ciation, and others, about the 
impact on businesses. 

“This unfortunate deci¬ 
sion sees packages as prof¬ 
itable but forgets the impor¬ 
tance of money in the mail 
for small businesses and 
thousands of American com¬ 
munities (that) depend upon 
local newspaper delivery on 
Saturdays,” NNA President 
Merle Baranczyk. He is pub¬ 
lisher of the Mountain Mail 
newspaper in Salida, Colo. 

Max Heath, a retired 
Kentucky newspaper execu¬ 
tive and recognized industry 
expert on postal issues that 
affect newspapers, notes 
the postal plan approaches 
the problem only from the 
cost benefit of reductions. 
Instead, it accounts for the 
expense of lost business, he 
said. 

It appears Congress, and 
the loophole created by its 
inaction, are responsible.

Saying it was tired of 
waiting for Congress to 
take action, the U.S. Postal 
Service on Wednesday an¬ 
nounced it plans to stop de¬ 
livery and collecting of let¬ 
ters on Saturdays effective 
Aug. 5. But packages will 
continue to be delivered. 

The postal service said 
the move would save $2 
billion a year, according to 
CNN. 

“It’s a responsible de¬ 
cision. It makes common 
sense,” said Patrick Do- 
nahoe, postmaster general 
and CEO of the postal ser¬ 
vice. 

The move will impact 
nearly 23,000 jobs. But the 
postmaster general said he 
could achieve the job reduc¬ 
tion without layoffs. 

The loss of Saturday de¬ 
livery will have a big impact 
on the delivery of news¬ 
papers and other periodi¬ 
cal publications, said Max 
Heath, a Kentucky resident 
and a noted authority on the 
postal service. 

“While the postmaster 
general likes to quote the 
public polls, the fact is 
that business mailers pay 
the bulk of the postage. 
Their needs should trump 
the public desire or lack 
of concern about delivery 
days. This move will only 
speed up the loss of busi¬ 
ness mail volume due to 
lack of delivery for Satur¬ 
day newspapers and shop¬ 
pers, and slower overall 
delivery of periodicals 
and standard mail used by 
newspapers, with resultant 
loss of subscribers and 
advertisers. USPS fails to 
properly calculate or con¬ 
sider the lost revenue that 
will accompany the over- 
ly-rosy cost-saving projec¬ 
tions,” Heath, a long-time 
executive with Landmark 
Community Newspapers, 
based in Kentucky, said 
Wednesday. 

“The hard fact is that 
Congress’s failure to act on 


reasonable postal reform 
legislation as embodied in 
S 1789 passed last year with 
relief of the unreasonable 
prepayment schedule for 
retiree health benefits and 
other provisions helpful to 
USPS is at the root of the 
problem. 

“While the promised 
six-month notice has been 
given, the post office took 
the legal position that be¬ 
cause the Continuing Reso¬ 
lution funding the govern¬ 
ment with the 6-day rider 
requirement expires March 
27, USPS is on solid legal 
ground. 

“Postmaster General 
Donahoe explicity chal¬ 
lenged the Congress by say¬ 
ing they could make chang¬ 
es in the law to give relief. 
That begs the question as to 
whether legislation requir¬ 
ing 6-day, if passed or re¬ 
newed, could not stop this 
unfortunate decision that 
will delay newspaper deliv¬ 


ery in its extended market 
(beyond county lines, and 
nationwide). 

“With the appropriate 
six-month notice to mailers 
given, the issue is not yet 
settled. But to many it will 
appear final, and mailers 
will begin looking for other 
options.” 

Meanwhile, the National 
Newspaper Association dis¬ 
agrees with the postal ser¬ 
vice’s decision to end Satur¬ 
day delivery. 

The NNA posted this 
statement Wednesday on its 
Web site: 

“The U.S. Postal Ser¬ 
vice’s announcement today 
that it intends to maintain 
Saturday delivery of pack¬ 
ages but abandon delivery 
of newspapers is an indica¬ 
tion USPS is moving fur¬ 
ther and further away from 
the universal service the 
American public expects,” 
said NNA President Merle 
Baranczyk, publisher of the 


Mountain Mail, in Salida, 
Colo. 

“This unfortunate deci¬ 
sion sees packages as prof¬ 
itable but forgets the im¬ 
portance of money in the 
mail for small businesses 
and thousands of American 
communities who depend 
upon local newspaper deliv¬ 
ery on Saturdays,” Baranc¬ 
zyk said. 

“The National News¬ 
paper Association has a 
long record of supporting 
six-day delivery. It is re¬ 
grettable the inaction of 
Congress to deal with the 
unfair requirements it im¬ 
posed upon the Postal Ser¬ 
vice in 2006 has led USPS 
to make such a discrimina¬ 
tory choice. NNA disagrees 
with both the policy deci¬ 
sion and the legal reason¬ 
ing behind it. We hope to 
still work with the Postal 
Service on a plan to ensure 
timely delivery of newspa¬ 
pers.”

might look like, districts 
will be able to redesign 
student learning to engage 
and motivate more students 
and increase the numbers 
of students who are col¬ 
lege and career ready. KDE 
will begin accepting appli¬ 
cations from districts this 
spring. 

We have made great 
strides this past year as we 
worked to transform our 
schools into vibrant, engag¬ 
ing and innovative plac¬ 
es that equip Kentucky’s 
children with the deeper 
knowledge, stronger critical 
thinking skills and the en¬ 
trepreneurial spirit they need 
to succeed in a 21st-century 
world. But our work is far 
from done.

Bob Watkins a quarterback, 
right?

passed for almost 3,000 yards and 
32 touchdowns in his only year as a 
starter at Fort Thomas Highlands.

Introduce Someone To The Joy Of Fishing In Kentucky

Introducing a child, relative, coworker or friend to the joy 
of fishing is a great way to ensure an ample supply of fishing 
partners to enjoy the excellent fishing opportunities across 
Kentucky. 

“Keep it simple with an affordable spin cast rod and reel 
combo and use a wax worm for bait,” said Marc Johnson, 
aquatic education coordinator for the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. “They are great for kids because 
wax worms are not icky or slimy like nightcrawlers.” 

The Fishing in Neighborhoods (FINs) lakes managed by 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife are great places to take someone 
with limited or no experience fishing. The goal of the program 
is to provide productive fishing opportunities close to home for 
people living in Kentucky cities, both large and small. 

The program regularly stocks 39 lakes around Kentucky 
with catfish and trout. Most lakes receive stockings of trout 
this month and catfish in March. Biologists closely monitor the 
population of bass and bluegill in these lakes and conduct sup¬ 
plemental stockings if needed to keep populations high and 
fishing prosperous. 

Just this past week, Jacobson Park Lake near Lexington, a 
new addition to the FINs program, received 4,000 rainbow 
trout. The fisheries division also stocked trout in eight lakes in 
the FINs program in Jefferson County. Lakes in Boyle, 
Franklin, Henderson, Hopkins, Jessamine, Knox, Marion, 
Meade, Madison. Montgomery, Nelson, Scott and Union 



counties all received trout stockings as well. 

Johnson, who teaches hundreds of kids and adults how to 
fish each year, usually tips a light feather jig with a wax worm 
for beginning anglers. This combination would be a good 
choice for the FINs lakes. 

“You don’t need fancy lures or expensive tackle,” he said. 
“The feather jig attracts them, but the wax worm is what they 
want. I like to keep a mixture of feather jigs, some light and 
some dark. 

“Everything likes to eat wax worms. Bass, catfish and blue- 
gill and even trout will eat wax worms.” 

Make the fishing experience enjoyable for kids. “When the 
fishing stops being fun, go do something else,” Johnson said. 
“Take a break and roast a weenie or skip rocks. They often 
want to fish some more after taking a little break.” 

Be prepared to spend several hours outside. Kids won’t 
have fun with cold feet and numb noses. 

“Comfort is the key, especially for kids,” Johnson said. 
“Dress the kids warm enough to stand a day outside. What 
seems warm enough at the house can be different beside a lake 
where it can turn cold and nasty. Dress them in layers so they 
can remove them if it gets warm.” 

Johnson also stresses patience when teaching kids to fish. 
“Be willing to repeat yourself many times,” he said. “Fishing 


Murray State To Host High School Fishing Open 


Murray State University 
will host the 2013 Murray 
State High School Fishing 
Open on Sunday, March 3, in 
partnership with FLW, The 
Bass Federation (TBF) and 
the Bluegrass State Games. 
The winning team will 
receive a $2,000 scholarship 
to attend Murray State 
while providing all teams 
the chance to fish Kentucky 
Lake in advance of the 
first ever bass-fishing state 
championship sanctioned by 
the Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association. 

Tthe tournament is open 
to students from every 
state, but the highest- 
finishing team from Ken¬ 
tucky will be invited to par¬ 
ticipate in a 2013 Student 
Angler Federation (SAF)/ 
FLW High School Fishing 
Conference Championship 
and may ultimately advance 
to the SAF/FLW High 
School Fishing National 
Championship for the 
chance to earn a $10,000 
scholarship ($5,000 per 
student). 

Each two-person team of 
students grades 9 through 12 
in the Murray State Open 
will fish with a “coach” 
who provides the boat they 
compete in. Each team is 
allowed to weigh in five 
bass, and the team with the 
heaviest catch will earn 
a $2,000 scholarship to 
Murray State University. 

“The first Murray State 
Open held in 2011 drew 73 
teams from nine states,” said 
Dave Washburn, FLW Vice 
President of Operations. 
“With high school fishing 
now a sanctioned sport in 
Illinois and Kentucky, plus 
growing interest nationwide, 
we expect to eclipse those

is an experience, even if you don’t catch fish. Accentuate 
enjoying the day and the outdoors, not just the catching.” 

Johnson uses a slightly different tack when teaching adults 
to fish. 

“Adults don’t like to admit they don’t know how to do 
something,” he explained. “Give them permission to make 
mistakes, especially if they have to lose tackle. My mentor 
Lonnie Nelson taught people that if you aren’t losing tackle by 
casting into trees or getting hung on the bottom, then you 
aren’t fishing in the right places.” 

With the arrival of February, days with temperatures in the 
50 and 60s aren’t far behind and are perfect for fishing on a 
FINs lake. 

For a list of the FINs lakes and stocking schedules, visit the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov. The entire 
Spring Fishing Frenzy series will be posted at this same web¬ 
site for future access to these articles.

MSU Basketball Player 
Pleads Guilty To Charges

After a few tense moments Feb. 4, the case of Murray 
State University basketball player Zay Jackson reached a 
conclusion in a Paducah courtroom. 

Judge Craig Clymer accepted a guilty plea from Jackson 
on charges of one count assault 2nd degree and one count 
wanton endangerment 1st degree for Jackson’s alleged role in 
a Sept. 9 incident on the parking lot of the Murray Walmart, 
where he allegedly struck two people with his car. Clymer, 
McCracken Circuit judge, then sentenced Jackson according 
to the terms of the agreement: five years, 60 days to serve in 
jail, with three years of probation, meaning if Jackson com¬ 
mits another offense, his jail time could go up to five years. 

“I think that if this had gone to trial that it would’ve been 
a lot worse for you in the end,” Clymer told Jackson during 
sentencing, referring to a surveillance video of the incident. 

That video, Clymer said, is why he felt the need to reject 
the original plea agreement in the case between Common¬ 
wealth Attorney Mark Blankenship and Jackson’s attorney, 
Gary Haverstock. The original agreement called for the 
charges to be amended to two counts of wanton endanger¬ 
ment 1st degree with a 30-day jail sentence. 

“I want you to understand ... I don’t like to throw a 
wrench into things like that,” Clymer told the court, speaking 
in Jackson’s direction. Clymer took over the case after Cal¬ 
loway Circuit Judge Dennis Foust recused himself the day he 
was to have imposed Jackson’s sentence for the original plea 
deal on Oct. 22 in Murray. Foust cited possibly perceived 
bias due to relations he has in Murray. 

That original agreement seemed set until the reported vic¬ 
tims of the case, Jason and Alia Clement, both of Paducah, 
complained that they had not agreed to the terms. Blanken¬ 
ship said attempts to finalize those terms with the Clements 
were conducted but no contact was made, thereby leading 
the prosecution to believe the deal was OK. 

On Monday the Clements again voiced an objection when 
an agreement for the assault charge to be amended to wanton 
endangerment was presented to Clymer. 

After the objection was raised, Haverstock said he did not 
have a problem with the assault charge being reinstated. 

“It was close there for a bit,” Blankenship said, feeling his 
understanding was that the Clements had agreeed to a felony 
conviction, period. 

“I figured that it didn’t matter (to the Clements) as long 
as it was a felony that was in the agreement. It was just a 
misunderstanding. 

“Now, it’s in the books.” 

Jackson had already served 11 days earlier and will be 
credited with that time. 


Panther Boys Lose Three Last Week 


A hot Fulton County Pilots team 
was too much for the Panther boys Sat¬ 
urday as they were beaten 69-49 on the 
road by the home team Pilots. 

The Panthers gave up four 3-point¬ 
ers in the first quarter and 26 points in 
the opening period to fall behind 26-9 
after the opening period. 

“They were on fire in the first quar¬ 
ter,” Panther head coach Jeff Miller 
said. “And our shooting slump was still 
going on throughout the first half.” 

The 36-17 halftime deficit was too 
much for Miller’s Panthers to over¬ 
come even though they did play about 
even the rest of the way. The score was 
52-30 after three quarters. 

“They beat us three points in the 
last three quarters,” Miller said. “It 
could have been a different ball game if 
they hadn’t been on fire and our slump 
hadn’t still been going on.” 

Senior Colton Chappie and eighth- 
grader Dylan Simpson led the Panthers 
in scoring with 14 points apiece.

“Tre didn’t have a very good night at 
all shooting,” Miller said.

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General Assembly Hears 
Proposal To Deregulate 
Landline Phone Service

A controversial proposal 
that would deregulate Ken¬ 
tucky’s telephone indus¬ 
try and allow major phone 
companies to drop land-line 
service in some areas resur¬ 
faced last week in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

Senate Bill 88, filed by 
Republican Sen. Paul Horn- 
back of Shelbyville, faces 
an uphill battle in the Dem- 
ocratic-controlled House, 
where there is anxiety about 
the loss of land-line service 
in rural areas. 

Hornback withdrew a 
similar bill during the 2012 
legislative session because 
of concerns from commu¬ 
nity groups that it would al¬ 
low AT&T and other major 
phone companies to yank 
basic phone service in un¬ 
profitable areas. Elderly and 
poor people depend on land¬ 
line service in many parts 
of Kentucky where wireless 
service is often spotty, com¬ 
munity groups said. 

State law requires phone 
companies to provide ba¬ 
sic land-line service as the 
“carriers of last resort” for 
households throughout their 
territories. It also requires 
the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission to investigate 
and resolve consumer com¬ 
plaints. 

Hornback said at a news 
conference Tuesday morning 
that his bill has new provi¬ 
sions that should alleviate 
some concerns of commu¬ 
nity groups. 

The bill has a “carve-out” 
to protect rural areas with 
fewer than 5,000 land lines 
from being disconnected. 
Hornback said major phone 
carriers would not be able to 
remove basic service from 
those areas unless another 
provider offered a similar 


service. 

“There has to be compe¬ 
tition in that market,” Horn- 
back said. 

In areas with more 
than 5,000 land lines, ma¬ 
jor phone carriers such as 
AT&T, Windstream and Cin¬ 
cinnati Bell would no longer 
have to provide basic phone 
services for new customers. 

Tom FitzGerald, director 
of the Kentucky Resources 
Council, said changes to the 
bill “do nothing to alleviate 
my concerns.” 

He said the bill would al¬ 
low carriers to stop serving 
areas where wireless servic¬ 
es are available, which is not 
the same as a land line. Many 
parts of rural Kentucky have 
wireless service that is unre¬ 
liable, he said. 

“Even AT&T’s own Web 
site says that it is not compa¬ 
rable to a land-line service,” 
FitzGerald said. 

House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, 
said Tuesday he still has “a 
lot of reservations” about 
the bill. He said AT&T has 
“come a long way in trying 
to move something, but I 
want to protect the people of 
rural Kentucky.” 

Proponents of the bill 
said Kentucky needs to in¬ 
vest more money in broad¬ 
band Internet services, 
which can be a key com¬ 
ponent of economic devel¬ 
opment in rural Kentucky. 
Traditional phone compa¬ 
nies can’t invest in high¬ 
speed Internet if they have 
to maintain land lines in un¬ 
profitable areas, Hornback 
and others said. 

Hornback said the chief 
complaint of his rural con¬ 
stituents is lack of access to 
high-speed Internet. States 
that have adopted similar 
legislation have seen more 
private investment in high¬ 
speed Internet infrastructure, 
he said.

To Your Good Health

Herpes Outbreaks Lessen 
Over Time 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
Please, give me all the infor¬ 
mation possible about her¬ 
pes. I am a carrier. — D.N. 

ANSWER: I take it 
you’re interested in genital 
herpes — herpes simplex 
virus-2, HSV-2. The first 
encounter with the virus 
leads to an outbreak of tiny, 
painful blisters on red patch¬ 
es on the genital skin. Fever, 
headache, muscle pain and 
pain on urination often are 
also experienced with a first 
outbreak. Recurrent attacks 
are not as severe. Fever, 
headache and muscle pain 
do not accompany subse¬ 
quent outbreaks, but the skin 
signs are painful. 

The first year of infec¬ 
tion is a year of more-fre¬ 
quent outbreaks. After that, 
they come less often. If a 
person is subject to many 
outbreaks, that person can 
suppress them by taking 
Zovirax, Famvir or Valtrex 
at the first inklings that an 
outbreak is about to take 
place. For recurrence after 
recurrence, a person can 
go on daily doses of these 
medicines to keep outbreaks 
in check. 

Once infected, a person 
stays infected for life. That 
person is a carrier. 

Transmission is a huge 
problem. Even when a per¬ 
son has no signs of an out¬ 


break, he or she can pass the 
virus to a partner. Therefore, 
all sexual partners should 
be told about the infection. 
Condoms, while not 100 
percent protective, afford 
a major degree of safety. 
When a visible outbreak 
takes place, the infected per¬ 
son ought not to engage in 
sexual contact. 

You are not alone. The 
herpes-2 virus infects up to 
20 percent of the adult pop¬ 
ulation of North America. 
Bad as it is, it is not the end 
of life or the end of a sex 
life. 

The booklet on herpes 
infection provides a more 
detailed discussion of this 
common malady. Readers 
can obtain a copy by writ¬ 
ing: Dr. Donohue — No.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
Will you explain to me why 
a doctor would refuse to 
give a patient a shot of vita¬ 
min B-12? My former doc¬ 
tor, now deceased, gave me 
a monthly B-12 shot, and 
it kept me peppy. My new 
doctor says I don’t need the 
shots. Would they hurt me? 
- B.A. 

ANSWER: The shots 
won’t hurt you. However, 


you need them only if you 
have a proven B-12 defi¬ 
ciency. At one time it was a 
widespread but not endorsed 
practice to give people shots 
of vitamin B-12 to ener¬ 
gize them. It’s a practice 
that never should have been 
started. 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
My mother made all her 
children chew their food at 
least 25 times. She claimed 
that it helped food digest. 
I gave this up when I left 
home at 18. Is there any 
evidence that chewing that 
number of times aids diges¬ 
tion? - H.H. 

ANSWER: The object 
of chewing is to reduce the 
size of food so it can be 
swallowed easily and to mix 
saliva with the food for the 
same reason. Saliva starts 
the digestive process. 

I have never heard that a 
prescribed number of chews 
is necessary to accomplish 
these goals. 

Dr. Donohue regrets that 
he is unable to answer indi¬ 
vidual letters, but he will 
incorporate them in his col¬ 
umn whenever possible.

Murray Is Rated 15th As 
Top Place To Live In USA

One man’s ceaseless trav¬ 
el and thorough research into 
the great small cities of the 
U.S. has once again brought 
Murray into the discussion 
as one of the top places in the 
country to live. 

Charles N. Anderson, 73, 
of Winter Haven, Fla., is a 
well-seasoned geographer 
and retired educator. By us¬ 
ing a 12-part rubric he cre¬ 
ated outlining key criteria 
for small city selection, he 
drafted a Top 100 Best Small 
Cities list based on decades 
of gathered information. 

Murray is 15th on the list. 

Once a high school ge¬ 
ography and civics teacher, 
Anderson completed his un¬ 
dergraduate studies at Michi¬ 
gan State University and his 
graduate studies at Kansas 
State University before tak¬ 
ing on this quest. 

Anderson said he was in¬ 
spired to create his list after 
reading Norman Ford’s 50 
Best Cities book published 
in the early ’50s. 

“It was already outdated 
when I discovered it, but 
still helpful,” Anderson said. 
“As I traveled and pursued 
my geographic studies, it 
occurred to me that I could 
produce an up-to-date, and 
perhaps better, cities list.” 

Criterion such as the set¬ 
ting, the weather, medical 
care, education and living 
costs all factored into Ander¬ 
son’s nearly 40-year search 
for the “Edens” of the U.S. 

It is no question he holds 
Murray in high regard, espe¬ 
cially with such a lofty list¬ 
ing on his compilation. 


“Known as a good place 
to retire, Murray is a great 
place to call home at any 
age,” Anderson wrote. “Mur¬ 
ray’s handsome downtown 
square could star in a Dis¬ 
ney movie. Lovely rolling 
countryside surrounds the 
city, and beautiful Kentucky 
Lake is just minutes away. 
Include a mild climate plus a 
fine university, and you have 
one of the 15 best cities in 
America. 

“There is so much to love 
about Murray,” he added. 

In 1989, Anderson’s re¬ 
search came to a screeching 
halt when a propane gas ex¬ 
plosion took his house, his 
book, his mother and his will 
to publish. 

It wasn’t until 2001 that 
he resumed his endeavors of 
research, noting the primary 
purpose of his life was to 
share his geographic knowl¬ 
edge to anyone willing to 
listen. 

“I simply want to share 
what I have discovered with 
those that would be inter¬ 
ested — especially with the 
residents of these select cit¬ 
ies through their hometown 
papers,” he said. 

“Being told that your 
community is uniquely spe¬ 
cial is a reason to be proud.” 

“I’ve been here for 31 
years, and after the first 
seven or eight years, we 
were deemed the number- 
one retirement area,” Mayor 
Bill Wells said regarding the 
ranking. “Having been here 
for so long, I can understand 
where he is coming from. 
This town is very unique and 
spirited. This community 
can pull together in a time 
of need, and I’m glad to be a 
part of it.”
